No. 244/86-CENTRAL EXaSES 

G.S.R. 579(E)—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the (Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (l of 1944), 
the CentraJ Government h;reby makes the following rules, further to amend th. Centra 1 Excise Rules, 1944, namely :~ 

1. (1) Thjse rules may be called the Central Excise (7th Amenoment) Ruls), 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Excise Rules, 1SM4,— 

(1) in rule 174, for the existing second, third and fourth proviso, the following provisos shall be substituted, namely :— 
“Provided further that manufacturer, other than— 

(a) a manufacturer who has been refused a licence at any tai Her occasion for the seme goods; 

(b) a manufacturer of tobacco products; and 

(c) a manufacturerofmatchesand composition ofmatch-hccds, 

■ who makesanapplicationunderrulel76for the grantorrcnewalofalicincefor the conductor ihe business which requires 

the possession of a licence under tKse ruks, may conduct his business,aftci having obtaim d an ackrowK dtm,r t ficmthe 
proper Officer as proof submission ofhissaid application, until the licence appli. d for has been refused : 

Provided also that the proper Officer shall either grant or refuse the licence in accordance with the provisiens of these rules 
within a period of sixty oays from the date of receipt of the said a pplication, and if the rtfura 1 of the lb. rcc applu d for is not 
communicated to the manufacturer within the said period ofsixty days, the licence applkd for shall be deemed to have 
bien granted."; 

(2) in rule 176,—
